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gets prison sentence 
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Council faces 
fine over lost 
data sticks

A COUNCIL has lost 700 memory 
sticks containing valuable data 
and could be fined £500,000. 

In an email sent to staff and 
leaked to Luton on Sunday, it 
states how employees at Luton 
Borough Council have lost hun¬ 
dreds of the USB devices. 

Each holds up to 2GB of infor¬ 
mation, costs around £20 and is 
used to transfer material from 
one computer to another. 

It was discovered 700 - out of 
837 issued since 2003 - had gone 
missing after a report last sum¬ 
mer was carried out to track them 
down. 

The council does not believe the 
missing sticks contain sensitive 
information that could be 
accessed. 

The IT department at the coun¬ 
cil is looking at closing all USB 
ports on computers to ‘prevent 
further data losses’. 

The email also reveals how staff 
who are currently issued with a 
USB stick have to ‘resubmit a 
business case to their head of 
service who will liaise with infor¬ 
mation management security to 
assess the acceptability if they 
wish to retain their stick’. 

And it also details how ‘silver’ 



memory sticks in use are only 
‘partially’ encrypted and have to 
be returned immediately. 

The email reminds staff that fail¬ 
ure to follow the instructions will 
result in disciplinary action. 

Employees are no longer 
allowed to use anything other 
than council-issued items in a 
USB port and have been remind¬ 
ed not to use personal equipment 
such as iPods, mobile phones and 
non-council issued memory 
sticks. 

In the email it says the authority 
needs to report this ‘loss’ to the 
Information Commissioner. The 
council has confirmed a letter has 
been sent this week. 

The Commissioner, an inde¬ 
pendent body which promotes 
data privacy, has the authority to 
fine organisations up to half a 
million pounds. 

Last November Hertfordshire 


County Council was fined 
£100,000 for sending two faxes to 
the wrong people and Sheffield- 
based A4e had to pay £60,000 for 
losing an unencrypted laptop 
with the details of thousands of 
people. 

A Town Hall spokesman said: “In 
response to our constant review 
to ensure that we securely hold 
and use customer and any per¬ 
sonal data and to government 
requirements to upgrade memory 
sticks, the council’s information 
management division, this sum¬ 
mer, undertook an inventory 
audit of memory sticks which had 
been issued to managers. 

“This exercise revealed that a 
number of memory sticks were 
unaccounted for - not lost - there¬ 
fore since the summer the divi¬ 
sion has been in the process of 
locating the unaccounted memo¬ 
ry sticks. 

“The information held on the 
memory sticks would vary, as staff 
across all departments were 
issued with this portable device. 

“All council memory sticks have 
encryption capability therefore 
any sensitive information stored 
on them would not be in a read¬ 
able format if accessed by some¬ 
one else. 

“There is no evidence that any 
personal data was held on these 
devices or that data has been 
passed into the public domain.” 



Town’s cultural diversity 
celebrated in new report 


A VISION to bring Luton’s diverse 
cultures closer together was published 
on Thursday. 

The Luton Commission on 
Community Cohesion has made rec¬ 
ommendations on how everyone in 
the town can work together more 
effectively so everyone is treated the 
same, equally, with fairness and 
respect. 

The report was discussed at a Town 
Hall event at which speeches were 
made by Luton Borough Council chief 
executive Trevor Holden, Cllr Joan 
Bailey, University of Bedfordshire 
vice-Chancellor Professor Les Ebdon, 
Institute of Community Cohesion 
chairman Professor Ted Cantle, and 
Department for Communities and 
Local Government deputy director 
Jane Everton. 

The commission, which comprised 
of 18 members representing a cross- 
section of expertise and interests, was 


developed during a ten month pro¬ 
gramme involving 180 Lutonians. 

Mr Holden said: “The evidence pre¬ 
sented to the commission clearly 
shows that the vast majority of people 
regard the town’s diversity as a posi¬ 
tive attribute, and roundly condemn 
extremism. 

“The challenge around community 
cohesion is ours to face. For me the 
report offers a real handle on the 
challenge. 

“Luton is a fantastic place to live. It is 
a positive town and I am determined 
that we will be creative and innovative 
in turning the report’s findings into 
action.”

Top cop says no 
EDL march ban 


TWO men and a woman have been 
jailed for their parts in kidnapping a 
man during which he was horrifically 
scalded with boiling water on his 
face and arms. 

He was lured to a house in Bury 
Park Road, Luton, believing he was 
going to be offered work. 

Then he was set upon and money 
demanded from him, said 
prosecutor Claudette Elliott at Luton 
Crown Court on Friday. 

Judge Richard Foster said the two 
men, Shem Hay and Aaron 
Saunders, had come from London 
to Luton to buy drugs and were 
driven by Andrea Bretherton in a 
hired car. 

Miss Elliott said the events 
occurred on September 11, 2009, 
but the two men were not arrested 
until February last year. 

She said: “Mr Ahmed intelligently 
offered to take them to get money 
from another house in Shaftesbury 
Road, Luton. 

“But outside the house he tried to 
escape. They grabbed him back and 
carried on the assault in the street. 


House robbery gang 

A GROUP of would-be robbers 
armed with a gun were left empty- 
handed on Wednesday night. 

Between 11pm and 11.20pm, the 
offenders entered a property on 
Hightown Road, Luton, and 
demanded the occupants hand over 
property. 

Nothing was taken and they fled 


“Miss Bretherton was in the car 
with the engine running, and drove 
them away.” 

At Shaftesbury Road she waited in 
the car as he was taken into the 
house. Mr Ahmed then ran upstairs 
and locked himself in a bedroom so 
the attackers could go no further. 

Judge Foster told Hay and 
Saunders: “He was viciously 
attacked until he was almost 
senseless and then Hay poured 
boiling water in and around his face 
on two occasions causing horrific 
injuries.” 

Hay, 26, of no fixed address, was 
jailed for seven-and-a-half years and 
Saunders, 27, of Rochdale Way, 
Greenwich, South London, was jailed 
for five-and-a-half years. 

Both men pleaded guilty to causing 
grievous bodily harm with intent. 

Bretherton, 28, of Dagmar Road, 
Camberwell, South London, was 
found guilty of attempted robbery, 
kidnap and false imprisonment. 

She had pleaded not guilty but was 
convicted in December. She was 
jailed for two years.

THE threshold for police to consid¬ 
er asking for a ban on next month’s 
controversial English Defence 
League march has not yet been 
reached. 

That’s according to the new Chief 
Constable of Bedfordshire Police, 
Alfred Hitchcock, who was speaking 
this week in his first full interview 
since taking over earlier this month. 

He said that if they did get a ban it 
would only be on movement and 
would not prevent the group com¬ 
ing together and carrying out a 
protest in the town - currently 
planned for February 5. 

Mr Hitchcock said that although 
the force had not been directly in 
touch with the Home Secretary 
Theresa May herself, legal advice 
had been sought on the ban. 

He added: “The current advice we 
have is that the threshold for the 
ban is not met but we will be 
reviewing the position constantly.” 

Last week Luton Borough Council 
wrote to Mrs May to ask her support 
for a ban. She has not yet replied. 

Earlier this week Luton Council of 
Mosques added its voice to the 
ever-growing backlash against the 
march. 

Mr Hitchcock said he was keen to 
get a ‘feeling’ of how the march was 
going and so would be there on the 
day. 

He said: “Just try and keep me 



away. I will be going to get a flavour 
of how it’s going. 

“This is a hugely important oppor¬ 
tunity for Bedfordshire police, for 
me and for Luton. We have got our 
very best.” 

There is no power to ban people 
assembling at all in England. There 
is power to ban a procession, but 
only by the Home Secretary and 
then only if she is convinced there 
will be serious disorder that cannot 
be prevented by the use of police 
powers to place restrictions on the 
route of the procession.

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Long jail term for drugs 
and firearms conviction 


A MAN was jailed for 13-and-a- 
half years on Friday after police 
found his home was being 
used to store cash, drug 
equipment and guns for a 
cocaine-dealing gang. 

Andrew Wallman, 28, of 
Bradford Road, Toddington, said 
he was threatened by others to 
carry out orders and continued 
through fear. He has never 
named those involved. 

When police raided his rented 
house on July 16 last year they 
found £113,420 in cash, 
shipping barrels containing 
cutting agents for cocaine, and 
other equipment with traces of 
cocaine on. A notebook 
detailed money transactions he 
had made on behalf of others. 

And in a compost heap was a 
bag containing three firearms 
and ammunition, said 
prosecutor Daniel Siong. 

Police had calculated that if 
all the cutting agent found at 
the premises had been used to 
mix with cocaine for 
commercial dealing, up to 
£980,000 worth of drugs 
could have been produced, 
yielding a profit of up to 
£368,000. 

Wallman pleaded guilty at 
Luton Crown Court to 
conspiracy to supply cocaine, 
three charges of possessing 
firearms and two of possessing 
ammunition. He was given a 
five-year sentence for the 
firearms offences with a 
further eight and a half years 
for the cocaine charge to be 
served consecutively. 


Mr Siong said: “The Crown’s 
case is that he collected and 
delivered large sums of cash to 
facilitate the supply of cocaine, 
and acted as a bookkeeper and 
that he allowed his home 
address to be used for mixing 
and cutting drugs, but he does 
not accept that. 

“He was not the organiser. 

The firearms were not his but 
were buried in his garden. He 
said he did not actually know 
what was in the bags.” 

When arrested Wallman told 
police that 18 months before 
he had been dragged from his 
car, threatened with a firearm 
and beaten. 

Mr Siong added: “He was told 
that he would be working for 
‘them’ and if he refused his 
family would be harmed. 

He was made to keep records 
of transactions which he knew 
were related to drugs.” 

He also said the barrels of 
cutting agent were delivered 
two months before and the 
bag he buried in the garden 
was left on his doorstep a 
month before. 

Another hearing in May will 
consider confiscating his 
assets as the proceeds of 
crime. 

The cash found in the house 
has been forfeited. 

Sean Minihan, defending, said 
Wallman may have been picked 
on because he had borrowed 
money in the past from people 
he knew did not have a 
legitimate source for the 
money. 
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Changes in counting regulations result 
in rise in complaints against the police 


Officer set to be 
charged with 
causing death by 
dangerous driving 

A POLICE officer is to face prosecution 
for two counts of death by dangerous 
driving, following an investigation by the 
Independent Police Complaints 
Commission. 

Luton Police Station-based PC Kerry 
Smith, 24, will be charged in relation to 
an incident on June 4, 2010, in Leagrave 
Road, Luton, in which two men, Reda 
Lecheheb and Sidali Melal, died. 

He has been summonsed to appear 
before St Albans Magistrates’ Court on 
February 9. 


THE number of complaints 
against Bedfordshire Police has 
risen in the last year. 

In 2009/10,476 complaints were 
made against the county’s force - 
28 more than the previous year. 

By far the largest number of 
official grievances were for neglect 
or failure in duty, followed by 
incivility, impoliteness and 
intolerance and other assaults. 

However, there was just one 
serious assault - a drop from last 
year - no sexual assaults, and one 
other of sexual conduct. 


In total there were increased 
complaints in ten areas, no change 
in seven and a drop in seven. 

A police spokesman said: 
“Twenty-four allegations have 
been substantiated or upheld in 
2010/11 while 140 further 
allegations were unsubstantiated 
or not upheld. 

“These figures are marginally 
higher than those recorded for 
2009/10, however this can be 
accounted for due to changes in 
the counting regulations. 

“An allegation may now be 


upheld if an error was made, 
however an individual officer may 
not have a case to answer for then- 
specific actions. 

“The change in regulations also 
has resulted in a far greater 
number of cases being 
investigated at a low level rather 
than being dealt with informally. 

“Based on the figures gathered 
between the April 1,2004 and 
December 21,2010, the average 
percentage change in recorded 
cases is 15 per cent, this is slightly 
above our most similar force’s 


average of 11 per cent. It is 
important to remember that 
Bedfordshire Police handles 
around one million calls per year 
and will have approximately 600 
interactions with members of the 
public every day. The 24 complaint 
allegations that were upheld 
represents a very small minority 
of all the interactions we will have 
conducted during the period. 

“We expect our officers and staff 
to conduct themselves in a 
courteous and professional 
manner.” 


Tory dub call in cops to 
look into missing £15k

DUNSTABLE Conservative Club (right) 
has a £15,000 hole in its accounts for 
last year, we can reveal. 

The ‘discrepancy in cash takings’ was 
disclosed at the High Street North-based 
club’s AGM last month when an annual 
loss up to September 2010 of £62,000 was 
also announced. 

The club is open seven days a week and 
has three lounge bars, including the 
Churchill Lounge and a snooker room 
with three tables. 

It has a large upstairs function room 
with stage complete with lighting and a 
dance floor, as well as a rooftop patio gar¬ 
den. 

Acting club chairman Kevin Debrick 
said: “We’ve asked the police to look into 
this and they’re carrying out their prelim¬ 
inary investigation. That’s where we’re at. 

“The secretary had a call to say they’re 
still investigating. I’m more interested in 
the club going forward. There’s nothing I 
can do to change what’s happened. 

“There’s a £15,000 discrepancy - we 


don’t know how or where it’s gone. We’re 
all aware of the missing money.” 

Club president Derek Thomas and 
treasurer Brian Ball have both stepped 
down in the past month. Victor 
Montague is the new treasurer. 

Chairman Rod Campkin resigned two 
weeks ago, since when Mr Debrick has 
taken over in a temporary role. 

Mr Debrick added: “They’d all had 
enough. I got on the committee in July. I 


didn’t know anything about this missing 
money.” 

A police spokeswoman said: “We have 
received a call from the club in connec¬ 
tion with this. 

“However after discussions it has been 
left for the organisation concerned to 
decide if they wish to pursue a criminal 
investigation. 

“As yet we have not had any confirma¬ 
tion of this.”

A GOVERNMENT inspector 
will consider possible stadi¬ 
um relocation sites for Luton 
Town because the club’s own 
feasibility study ‘appears to 
have stalled’. 

Cllr Roy Davis proposed a 
motion at Tuesday’s Town 
Hall meeting calling for the 
Inspector at this summer’s 
growth area Public Inquiry to 
include proposals for the 
club’s future home in his 
plans. 

Luton Borough Council, 
which owns Kenilworth Road 
stadium, passed the motion 
asking the inspector to ‘con¬ 
sider possible sites for a new 
Luton Town Football Club sta¬ 
dium in this [West of Luton] 
or other locations’. It said it 
‘hopes the inspector will con¬ 
sider any site which anyone 
may suggest’. 

In 2008 the results of the 
club’s own feasibility study - 
in which six potential reloca¬ 
tion sites were identified - 
were never made public, 


although the club insists it 
should instead have called the 
study a ‘feasibility process’. 
This process is still ongoing 
more than two years later. 

We asked the club how its 


feasibility process was pro¬ 
gressing, but it refused to 
comment. 

Labour Cllr Davis said: “It 
seems to have stalled. The 
club is obviously in no state to 


be able to move. All its ener¬ 
gies are on moving up the 
divisions. There’s no way they 
can do it right now. 

“The club started a feasibili¬ 
ty process and they’re plough¬ 
ing through it very slowly, and 
we understand that - they’re 
looking at moving up through 
the divisions. 

“The inspector ought to 
have a view for what’s the best 
way to approach this. It’s up to 
the club to make representa¬ 
tions if they choose to. 

“If they’ve got a ten year 
plan for moving up the divi¬ 
sions, there may come a time 
when the ground won’t do. If 
they move up a couple of divi¬ 
sions, it won’t be enough. 

“I’ve been in the stadium 
when we had 31,000 against 
Arsenal. That was crowded, 
and shows how many people 
you can pack into a space. 

“Once we get to the point 
where the ground is becom¬ 
ing a limiting factor on ambi¬ 
tion, we’ll prepare the ground 
to move on. 

“We’re trying to make sure 
the mechanism is there to 
make sure Luton Town has 
what it needs in the future.” 


Campaigners protest against easyjet counting the £18m 
plans for 4,000 more houses cost of a very tough winter 


DOZENS of protesters took to the public gallery at a Town 
Hall meeting to vent their anger at plans for up to 4,000 
homes just north of Luton. 

Around 30 No North campaigners held placards and signs at 
Luton Borough Council’s meeting on Tuesday saying the 
houses would bring traffic chaos to the area. 

Cllr Michael Garrett proposed a motion calling for the coun¬ 
cil to ‘not support any development to the north of Luton’. 

But a slightly different motion was instead passed calling 
for the council not to support the development ‘unless it were 
accompanied by the necessary infrastructure’. 

Conservative group leader Cllr Garrett said: “I was contact¬ 
ed by a number of residents who are extremely worried about 
this development. 

“The area they live in is green belt land. But the area is not in 
Luton and therefore we are very restricted as to what we can 
do to actually stop it.” 

No North co-ordinator Pat Conway said: “I think it just 
descended into schoolyard behaviour. Frankly it was quite 
embarrassing, they were just trying to beat each other up 
politically.” 


THE snow last winter cost easyjet £18 million. 

The Luton-based airline’s chief executive, Carolyn McCall, 
said the huge loss highlights the need to invest properly for 
such severe weather. 

Despite this, in the quarter ending in December the carrier 
made a revenue increase of 7.5 per cent to £654 million. 

Disruption from the air traffic control strike action and severe 
weather cost £6m and £18m respectively and led to lost contri¬ 
bution of £7m.

Passengers carried increased by 8.8 per cent to 11.9 million, 
with 59 per cent of passengers originating outside the UK. 

Ms McCall said: “easyjet will always support its passengers 
when external events impact their journey but we call on gov¬ 
ernments to provide sensible legislation for airport regulation 
and air traffic control. 

“The severe snow disruption of the past two years also high¬ 
lights the need for airports to invest in the appropriate infra¬ 
structure to keep passengers moving.”

THREE weeks into the job, the new Chief Constable 
of Bedfordshire Police - Alfred Hitchcock or Alf as 
he is affectionately known - has certainly got his 
feet under the desk covered with a mountain of 
stuff to do. Reporter KEELEY KNOWLES spoke to 
him about the challenge he faces. 


SOME may think poisoned 
chalice springs to mind. With a 
huge cut in funding, history of 
being named as one of the worst 
performing forces in the 
country and all overshadowed 
by a need to ‘improve service’, 
heading Bedfordshire Police is 
a tough job. 

But the self-described ‘cops’ 
cop’ Alfred Hitchcock, 52, is up 
for it and is focusing on a 
‘change in direction’. On his first 
day in the job, the boss wasted 
no time getting to grips with his 
new patch. 

He said: “I thought ‘where can I 
go to get a real feel of policing in 
Bedfordshire?’ So at 7am on the 
Tuesday I turned up for the 
morning shift in Luton.” 

Speaking in his first full inter¬ 
view, the Chief Constable for the 
next three years has a simple 
message when it comes to look¬ 
ing at sharing services - ‘the 
more the merrier’. 

Although he said, for the 
record, there is ‘no merger’ with 
Hertfordshire Police, he said the 
force planned to collaborate a 
number of services not only 
with their neighbours but also 
with forces further afield. 

He told us that they had been 
looking at the other eight police 
forces around the area including 
Suffolk, Kent and the City of 
London to see if they could join 
up IT services. 

When asked if this would see a 
step towards a ‘super-force’, Mr 
Hitchcock replied that his view 



may be seen as controversial but 
he didn’t think ‘regionalisation’ 
was the answer. 

He said: “I prefer a model 
which has something with local 
policing with a national infra¬ 


structure but then I’m only in 
charge of Bedfordshire, not the 
country, and we are proud of 
being Bedfordshire Police.” 

He added that the force was 
‘open’ to collaborating with 
other authorities such as local 
councils but recognises the 
problems they could face. He 
added: “It does become difficult 
to manage but I will make sure 
that people work harder to 
manage it.” 

Tackling a funding shortfall of 
almost £12 million over the next 
two years, the new boss - who 
took over from Gillian Parker on 
lanuary 4 - seems prepared and 
strangely optimistic about the 
challenge he faces. 

With a reassuring Lancashire 
accent - despite spending a 
number of years in the 
Metropolitan Police - he said: 
“It’s going to be a really tough 
ask over the next few years but 
I know we can do it. 

“I’m a cup-half-full person. 
Instead of concentrating on the 
20 per cent budget cut I look at 
the 80 per cent that we do have.” 

As well as cutting the number

of police officer posts by 100 
over the next two years, up to 27 
civilian posts will go over the 
next financial period but Mr 
Hitchcock says the force will do 
all it can to reduce the impact 
on the service. 

Having began his career as a 
cop at just 18 years old, Mr 
Hitchcock has more than 30 
years experience in policing 
having started his career with 
Lancashire Constabulary in 
1977. 

He joined the Metropolitan 
Police in 2003 and was appoint¬ 
ed by the then Home Secretary 
Jacqui Smith to develop the 
tackling knives action pro¬ 
gramme - a move he says 
increased the number of 
‘Hitchcock’ references. 

He said: “It’s the bane of my life 
really but ever since I began 
people have made comments 
about my name. 

“I remember when I first start¬ 
ed a sergeant asked me where I 
was from and I replied 
Lancashire sir. 

“He said ‘we like Lancashire 
cops, now do ten press-ups’. 

“Then he asked what my name 
was and when I told him it was 
Alfred Hitchcock he said ‘we like 
comedians, 20 press-ups 
please’.” 


But aside from the jokes 
Mr Hitchcock is serious about 
the job and clearly has the best 
interests of the public at heart 
with a particular focus on main¬ 
taining the role of community, 
neighbourhood policing.

Driver’s fuel fury as 
prices rise at pumps

A CHAUFFEUR has blasted a 
petrol station for charging 
139.9p per litre this week. 

Craig Hardy, 57, of Catsbrook 
Road, Luton, said the BP out¬ 
let on Mount Pleasant Road 
compared ‘very unfavourably’ 
with other stations when he 
visited it on Monday. 

He claims the diesel cost 
139.9p per litre, compared to 
others nearby which were 
priced between 130.9p and 
132.9p, and contacted BP 
immediately. 

Mr Hardy, who runs his own 
chauffeur hire business, 
claims that by Friday the price 
of Diesel was back down to 
£132.9p. 

He said: “When I drove past I 
couldn’t believe my eyes. That 
outlet is always dearer than 
the others around. 


“It seems to me they are tak¬ 
ing the mickey out of people 
in Luton.” 

A BP spokesman said: “BP’s 
pricing policy is based on 
maintaining value for money 
for consumers within each 
local trading area reflecting 
the location of the site, its 
facilities and the competition. 

“This means the prices can 
vary from site to site, no mat¬ 
ter how close and far away 
they are. 

“Prices at BP’s company 
owned sites are based on local 
market conditions taking into 
account such things as the 
cost of getting the fuel to the 
particular site, the price of 
crude oil as well as the actual 
cost of producing the fuel. 

“We monitor prices on a site 
by site daily basis and we 
always try to maintain value 
for money for our customers 
as much as possible.” 
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Police left nurse to walk 
home in dark after error

A NURSE was left to walk four 
miles home at night by police who 
seized her car as they couldn’t 
confirm she had valid insurance 
because it was ‘outside normal 
office hours’. 

Monika Borkowska was told to 
pull over by an officer at around 
9pm in Luton town centre as, 
according to the Police National 
Computer (PNC), she was not cov¬ 
ered. 

Ms Borkowska, 31, was livid as 
she had only recently bought the 
car and taken out a policy with 
Provident. 

The police officer took her keys 
away and impounded her car, 
telling her she had to make her 
own way home to Bramingham. 

Ms Borkowska, who has com¬ 
plained to Provident about last 
months incident and is awaiting a 
response before filing a complaint 
with Bedfordshire Police, said: “I 
asked the officer if there was any 
chance of a lift and she said: “No - 
there are plenty of buses and taxis.” 

“I was nearly in tears. She asked 
me if I was ok but just left me on 
the street in the dark. I walked 
home. I was terrified - how could 
the police do this to me? It wasn’t 


even my fault. The next morning I 
showed police my insurance docu¬ 
ments and drove the car away from 
where it was impounded in Milton 
Keynes. 

“I had to pay £170 to get it out. I 
am claiming that money back from 
Provident.” 

A police spokeswoman said: 
“When the woman could not pro¬ 
vide proof of valid insurance, her 
vehicle was seized and recovered. 

“The Motor Insurance Bureau 
(MIB) maintains a database with 
all driver information on and this 
feeds into the checks made by offi¬ 
cers. In this instance, the check 
showed that no valid insurance 
was in place. As it was 9pm and 
outside office hours, the officer 
was unable to verify if insurance 
was actually held and the decision 
to seize the vehicle was made. 

“The onus is on the driver to 
prove they have valid insurance. 

“The police are not responsible 
for ensuring the database is up to 
date and accurate. In situations 
where drivers are left without their 
vehicle, it is at the officer’s discre¬ 
tion as to whether assistance is 
offered in terms of transporting 
them to another location. 

“Each situation is risk assessed 
and in this instance the vehicle was 
seized in a well populated area 
with strong transport options such 
as buses and taxis.” 


fenny Williams, of Bushmead, a 
colleague of Ms Borkowska at a 
Harpenden hospital, was also 
wrongly pulled over by a 
Hertfordshire Constabulary officer 
in Harpenden last year - again for 
not having insurance. 

Mrs Williams, 62, said: “I was told 
I had no cover - but I did. 

“Two days later I had to pay £170 
to get my car out from being 
impounded in Watford after show¬ 
ing my insurance documents to 
police. 

“I wrote to Saga Insurance and 
they gave me my money back, but 
they insisted it wasn’t their fault.” 

A Hertfordshire Constabulary 
spokesman said: “Drivers must 
take responsibility to prove their 
vehicle is insured. However, insur¬ 
ance companies also have a legal 
obligation to ensure their data¬ 
bases are up to date.” 

Paul Green, Head of 
Communications at Saga, said: 
“We have no record of Mrs 
Williams contacting us to change 
the details of the vehicle she want¬ 
ed insured. However, we under¬ 
stood that her situation was very 
distressing and we paid her the 
amount she had spent to get her 
car released from police custody. 

“Thankfully Mrs Williams’ expe¬ 
rience is exceptionally rare.” 

Neither Provident nor MIB could 
provide a comment. 


Carnival knife attacker jailed for six years 


A MAN was sentenced to six years in 
prison on Wednesday for wounding with 
intent. 

Mohammed Ateeq [right], 20, was 
found guilty at Luton Crown Court 
following a four-day trial. 

He entered a not guilty plea to the 
charge but was subsequently convicted. 

Ateeq had stabbed his victim, a 20- 
year-old man, in Hillside Road, Luton, at 
around 7pm on May 31 last year 
following the Luton Carnival. 


They had had a number of arguments 
earlier that afternoon. 

Oetective constable Simon Taylor said 
“We take all incidents of knife crime very 
seriously and we feel this sentence 
shows that the courts do too. 

“It just does not make sense for 
anyone to carry a knife if they use it they 
will regret it. However, this was just an 
isolated incident and that in general the 
carnival went off without any major 
incidents.”

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Woman jailed for cocaine 
cutting-agent conspiracy

A POLISH woman has been 
jailed for six-and-a -half years 
after she was caught trying to 
smuggle a cocaine cutting agent 
through Luton Airport. 

Beata Dabrowska, 34, pleaded 
guilty to a charge of conspiracy 
to supply cocaine when she 
appeared at Isleworth Crown 
Court on Monday. 

She had been arrested by UK 
Border Agency officers at the air¬ 
port on March 20 last year when 
her suitcases were found to con¬ 
tain around 35kg of phenacetin a 
common cutting agent found in 
cocaine. 

The amount of phenacetin that 
Dabrowska was carrying could 
have been used to produce 
cocaine with a street value of up 
to £3.5 million. 

Dabrowska had arrived in the 
UK on a flight from Madrid. 
When questioned by officers she 
said she was visiting her 
boyfriend for a few days and had 
brought him some semolina to 
sell in his shop.

When her luggage was searched 
officers found nine paper sacks 
containing a white powder that, 
when taken for forensic analysis, 
was identified as phenacetin. 

Agency assistant director Peter 
Avery said: “The severity of the 
sentence demonstrates just how 
seriously we and the courts take 
not only the smuggling of Class A 
drugs, but also known cutting 
agents. 

“We will continue to fight the 
threat that drug smuggling poses 
to the UK.” 

Phenacetin is a painkiller 
chemically related to paraceta¬ 
mol. Although not illegal, it is no 


longer used in the UK because of 
its suspected cancer causing 
properties. It takes the appear¬ 
ance of a crystalline white pow¬ 
der which is visually very similar 
to cocaine. 

Phenacetin continues to be one 
of the most commonly encoun¬ 
tered powders used to adulterate 
cocaine in the UK. 


MP Selous supports Holocaust Memorial Day 


AN MP pledged his 
commitment on Tuesday to 
Holocaust Memorial Day by 
signing a book of commitment 
to honour those who perished 
in the extermination. 

With January 27 marking the 
66th anniversary of the 
liberation of the Nazi 
concentration and 
extermination camp in 
Auschwitz-Birkenau, the 
Holocaust Educational Trust 
placed a book of commitment 
in the House of Commons to 
give members the opportunity 
to remember those who were 
persecuted and murdered 
during the Holocaust. 

Andrew Selous, MP for South 
West Bedfordshire, paid tribute 
to those remarkable individuals 
who survived the appalling 
events of the Holocaust and 
have since dedicated their lives 
to educating younger 
generations about the dangers 
of allowing persecution and 


intolerance to take hold in 
society. 

Speaking after signing the 
book, Mr Selous said: “It is vital 
that we remember the lessons 
of history so that our 
generation does not repeat 
them, which is why I signed the 
book of commitment in the 
House of Commons. 

“Six million Jews lost their 
lives, alongside disabled people, 
gypsies, some Slavic peoples, 
communists, Jehovah’s 
Witnesses and homosexuals 
who were also targeted by the 
Nazis.” 

Karen Pollock, chief executive 
of the Holocaust Educational 
Trust, said: “We are delighted 
that Andrew Selous is 
supporting Holocaust Memorial 
Day. 

“As the number of survivors 
dwindles, remembering the 
Holocaust and passing on their 
testimony is more crucial than 
ever.”

I T is the murder case that will 
not die. The family of James 
Hanratty, who was hanged for 
murder in 1962 in Bedford 
prison, are planning a fresh 
appeal against his conviction. 

Hanratty was found guilty of 
shooting dead a Government 
scientist, Michael Gregsten, and 
raping and shooting his lover, 
Valerie Storie, in a lay-by in 
Clophill in August 1961. 

Since he was hanged there 
have been doubts about the 
conviction and whether 
Hanratty actually did it. 

Journalists such as Paul Foot 
and our own Frank Branston 
were convinced Hanratty was 
innocent and campaigned to 
have the decision overturned. 

Equally, former LoS sports 
editor Mike Green was a cub 
reporter at the trial and was 
convinced Hanratty was the 
guilty man. 

An appeal failed eight years 
ago, when DNA from Hanratty’s 
exhumed body matched sam¬ 
ples from the murder scene. 

But his family want the case 
referred to the Court of Appeal 
again, arguing that the samples 
were contaminated. 

Whether this is true or not, it 
misses the point. Three DNA 
samples were found on Valerie 
Storie’s underwear: her own,

Gregsten’s and Hanratty’s. Had 
there been contamination, and 
it was not Hanratty who raped 
and shot her, surely there would 
be someone else’s DNA present. 

The missing fourth DNA is as 
conclusive as the existence of 
the three expected to be there. 

So I cannot see another appeal 
succeeding, even if it is allowed. 

I also believe that, for the last 
49 years the wrong question has 
been asked. It has all been 
about who did it. 

Rather than who?, the poten¬ 
tially more revealing question 
ought to be why?. 

Gregsten and Valerie Storie 
were parked in a car in a 
cornfield at Dorney Reach in 
Buckinghamshire when some¬ 
one tapped on the car window. 
Gregsten wound it down. 

A large black revolver was 
thrust into his face, and a cock¬ 
ney voice said: “This is a hold¬ 
up, I am a desperate man, I 
have been on the run for four 
months. If you do as I tell you,

you will be all right.” The man 
got in the car and told Gregsten 
to drive further into the field, 
then stop. 

Then over the next few hours 
they drove to Bedfordshire 
before parking in a lay-by in 
Clophill. Gregsten was then 
shot dead and Valerie Storie 
raped and shot and left for 
dead. 

If this man, Hanratty or not, 
just wanted money, why drive 
to Bedfordshire? If this man 
wanted to sexually assault 
Valerie Storie, why drive to 
Bedfordshire? If on the run, 
why come to Bedfordshire? Was 
it just chance that he stumbled 
across them or did he know 
they would be there? 

The whys of this grizzly tale 
are not just as interesting as the 
who but may give a better 
understanding of who the killer 
actually was. 

I feel Hanratty’s family and 
friends, which has included 
Luton on Sunday, will not get 
very far with the contamination 
theory. 

But solving the mystery of why 
it happened may help solve all 
other questions and resolve the 
argument.

It’s celebration time 
fun to mark a year 


IT has been hard to escape the 
negative connotations used to 
describe Luton. 

And with the planned English 
Defence League (EDL) march 
coming up at the beginning of 
next month, the town is sure to 
pop up again on the nation’s 
radar. 

The good news is Luton in 
Harmony will be celebrating its 
first birthday on Saturday as a 
group promoting all of the good 
things that come from such a 
diverse town. 

Sarah Allen, 
inclusion and 
cohesion manager 
at the council, is 
head of the 
campaign and 
explained how the 
council was always 
going to have this 
event and it was not 
planned on the back 
of the EDL coming to 
the town. 

She said: 

“We have wanted to do 
this since we began. 

There was always going 
to be an anniversary 
party. 

“This is an event for 
children and local residents who 
want to celebrate harmony.” 


A campaign is celebrating 12 months of 
spreading harmony through the town. SOPHIE 
SCOTT spoke to Sarah Allen, a woman who has 
an extremely positive view of life in Luton 


In 2008 a Government survey 
asked residents to rate how they 
were feeling about life in their 
locality and if people from 
different backgrounds got on 
well with each other. 

The results showed 76 
per cent felt they did. 

But then, in 2009 there was 
the homecoming parade 
where a group of Muslim 
fanatics brandished 
placards calling the Royal 
Anglian Regiment the 
‘Butchers of Basra’. 

Ms Allen added: “We 
weren’t going to have 
another of those surveys 
until 2010 so we decided 
to do our own in a more 
careful way and we got a 
higher response. 

“We were really 
worried about the out¬ 
come but it actually showed 82 
per cent thought people got on 
well. It had actually gone up. But 
nobody picked that up. Luton in 


Harmony came from a commu¬ 
nications campaign to share 
that message.” 

People are asked to wear a 
badge with the Luton in 
Harmony symbol and sign a 
pledge, which says supporters 
will: 

■ wear the Luton in Harmony 
badge with pride - and tell 
people what it means 

■ make friends with people 
from different backgrounds - 
and learn about their values 

■ and promote their own 
beliefs in a spirit of peace 

Ms Allen talked about the suc¬ 
cess of this. She said: “The badge 
has become a talking point. It is 
a way of getting people to talk to 
each other. 

“And by doing that people find 
out more about each other.” 

She said members of the EDL 
had been offered the badge but 
they would not take it.

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Paul Anderson of UKCCA recieves a MBE 


Exclusive Luton on Sunday interview with 
Paul Anderson MBE - CEO of the UK Centre 
for Carnival Arts. 

What does it mean to be receiving a MBE? 

Its amazing and a massive acknowledgment not 
just for me but for an art form and community of 
wonderfully talented people. Receiving this 
award is an absolute honour for and on behalf of 
carnival arts. 

How did you get where you are today? 

Passion, hard work and a steadfast commitment 
to supporting young people through creativity 
and the arts. 

When did you start doing what you are doing? 

I started in the arts as a performer and was 
pushed from performing towards the office and 
management which I started to enjoy on receipt 
of getting funding to pay artists for work that 
helped transformed lives. 

What did you do to get there? 

As a person who left school with qualifications I 
had to return to study in my early 20s and took up 
A levels, diploma in social care, sociology, sports 
community and race and while doing this I got 
involved in youth community work. In 1992 I 
became a professional social worker and this 
work got be heavily involved in regeneration and 
generating huge benefits for communities 
particularly for young people. While doing this I 
became a manager of an AfriKan drumming and 
dance ensemble and it was through this work that 
helped me see how great diverse work like 
AfriKan drumming and dance and now carnival 
arts can be better absorbed into mainstream 
curriculum activities helping to extend creative 
opportunities for artists outside of summer 
seasons when we were most busy. 


Was it tough? 

Having to get back into the class room where 
traumatic experiences of tertiary education came 
to the fore and having to stand up and speak 
publicly, and having the pressure of meeting 
deadlines and dealing with low self esteem. Also 
having to study while maintaining a full time job 
and raising my son as a single father. This was 
really hard financially and having to deal with the 
pressure to study and raise a son alone. 

What plans do you have for the future? 

To build a solid platform for carnival and work to 
ensure that carnival is viewed as an art form, is 
reputable and has the power to change and 
transform lives - just like creativity did for me. To 
use my role to remain a champion for arts and 
creativity and continue to inspire our young 
people to stay positive, progressive and peaceful. 

My job would be achieved if I can get the national 
press arts correspondents to cover carnival events 
nationally and locally to talk more about the 
great art carnival produces as opposed to sending 
over the crime reporter to criticise the event 
because of a few bad apples. 

Finally to ensure that Luton absorbs and 
embraces carnival and uses it as way of 
positioning the town as a modern, creative, 
diverse and cohesive town. We had hats, we had 
cars now its carnival... 

Biography and Information on the Centre 

Paul started his working career in Camden Youth 
and Community Services in the late 1980;s and 
progressed this to become a Youth Justice 
Officer within an emerging young offender’s 
team, then part of Camden Council Social 
Services. It was through this work Paul gained 
experience managing projects designed to 
support the learning and developmental needs of 
young people using sports and the arts. 


It was through community work in an 
impoverished estate in Camden where Paul got 
involved in regeneration/ community 
development work and was commissioned to 
write projects for the benefit of young people. 
After successfully managing programmes in 
Camden for six years while twin tracking this with 
his passion for community arts managing and 
directing a West African Drumming and Dance 
ensemble, Paul became a senior regeneration 
consultant for a Hackney based regeneration 
consultancy in 1999. It was through this 
experience supporting community projects and 
programme Paul’s focus became sharper and 
more directed towards the arts. 

In February 2003, Paul became the Executive 
Director for Luton Carnival Arts Development 
Trust now called the UK Centre for Carnival Arts 
(UKCCA). Since this appointment, Paul and his 
team went on to successfully build the UK Centre 
for Carnival Arts to produce a vibrant carnival 
arts development programme to 
position UK carnival 

internationally, establish an 
exciting range of educational 
programmes including a 
Foundation Degree as well as 
house the UK’s largest carnival 
arts development team to 
deliver this vision. 

Through innovation and 
successful application of 
carnival arts to national 
priorities and agendas in 
education, training, archiving, 
tourism, community cohesion 
and regeneration Paul has 
effectively raised on average 
more than £300,000 per annum 
to support project ideas that 
build the case and momentum 


for a dedicated Centre for Carnival Arts in the 
UK. 

The UK Centre for Carnival Arts houses the 
following components: 

• Venue - holding up to 1000 people 

• Making space - a high tech making space for 
costume making 

• Business incubation unit - housing four large 
business or 16 hot desks 

•A massive court yard for a street market - 
opening out onto main road for future

• Child care facility - outsourced 

• Seminar and conference facilities

NINETY years ago Luton Town headed to 
South Shields in a second round FA Cup tie. 
That first-ever meeting between themselves 
and the the team that would eventually 
become the present day Gateshead side 
ended 4-0 in favour of the visitors. 

In 2011 there were again four goals, but this 
time they were shared as the sides had to settle 
for a point each. However, after battling back 
from being two goals down inside the first 15 
minutes Luton will feel disappointed that they 
did not go on to claim all three points - espe¬ 
cially after the visitors had skipper Ben Clark 
sent off just before the interval. 

“It just shows what football is,” said Luton 
boss Richard Money. “I think everyone should 
congratulate Gateshead on their performance. 

“I thought they were excellent and we had too 
many of our key players who weren’t quite at 
the level we expect of them, probably for the 
first time at home this year. 

“This is football - it happens, we move on, 
forget about it and get ready for Tuesday 
night.” 

Saturday’s Blue Square Bet Premier clash pit¬ 
ted two sides who had spells in the Football 
League against each other, although it is 
doubtful that many of the 30 die-hard fans who 
made the trip down from the north east to 
Kenilworth Road were around when their 30- 
year spell in it came to an end. 

Both sides’ stays in the league ended contro¬ 
versially. The issues that led to Luton's relega¬ 
tion three years ago have well-documented, 
while Tyneside’s ‘other’ black and white team 
were failed by the re-election system in 1960 
with Peterborough United taking their place in 
the old Division Four. They have been battling 
to get back there ever since. 

But it is the here and now that matters, and as 
far as the Hatters were concerned a win was 
imperative to stay in touch with leaders 
Crawley Town as they bid to end their exile in 
non-league football. 

It was also a chance to get one back on the 
visitors after Ion Shaw’s seventh-minute goal 
proved enough to give them victory by a single 
goal at the Gateshead International Stadium 
back in September. 

Danny Crow, back in the starting XI, was 
looking lively early on and had a great chance 
to put the hosts in front after three minutes, 
only to slot his effort wide of Tim Deasy’s left- 
hand post while one-on-one with the keeper. 
Deasy was then called into action six minutes 
later, diving at the feet of Owusu after Claude 
Gnakpa had headed Matthew Barnes-Homer’s 
cross from the left into his path. 

The better chances had fallen to the hosts 


early on, but it was Gateshead who took the 
lead against the run of play. On 11 minutes Kris 
Gate decided to try his luck from 20 yards out 
and his low shot found a way past Hatters goalie 
Mark Tyler and went in off the post. 

Zdenek Kroca nearly equalised three minutes 
later with an effort similar to the goal he scored 
against York City midweek. However, on this 
occasion the Czech defender saw his strike 
from an Alex Lawless corner fizz over the bar. 

Instead it was the visitors who scored next, 
doubling their advantage with a freak goal on 
the quarter hour. 

Ryan Brittain went to cross from the right, but 
his ball in caught the outstretched foot of fake 
Howells and went over Tyler into the back of the 
net despite his best efforts to keep it out. 

Barnes-Homer was presented with a golden 
opportunity to pull one back for the Hatters in 
the 25th minute when Owusu flicked on a cross 
from Gnakpa to the far post, only to volley 
straight at Deasy who parried the shot away. 

However, the Hatters top scorer did provide 


the assist for Crow’s goal two minutes later, put¬ 
ting in a perfectly-weighted through ball which 
the former Cambridge United man latched on 
to before rounding Deasy and slotting home 
from an angle. 

Owusu then headed a difficult chance wide 
before being denied by the Gateshead keeper 
on 30 minutes following Lawless’s ball over the 
top. The visitors were also creating chances and 
Shaw saw a diving header flash across the face 
of goal three minutes later. 

Nevertheless, Gnakpa levelled the match as 
the half headed into the final ten minutes. 
Owusu was fouled on the edge of the area by 
Ben Clark, and Lawless floated the resulting free 
kick into Kroca. His header came back off the 
post, but Luton’s French winger reacted quick¬ 
est to the loose ball and make it game on. 

Tyler did well to preserve the 2-2 scoreline on 
40 minutes, getting a fingertip to loan Simun 
Edmundsson’s shot from 18 yards and tipping it 
away for a corner after Gateshead had broken 
out of their own half. 


However, the away side were reduced to ten 
men in first half added time. Clark was harshly 
judged to have brought down Gnakpa on the 
right wing and having already been booked for 
his earlier foul on Owusu he was sent off for a 
second yellow card by referee Rob Merchant. 

Chances were providing harder to come by for 
both sides when play resumed, although it was 
Luton, playing with the numerical advantage, 
who were looking the more likely to score next. 

They did have an opportunity to go ahead on 
53 minutes when Gnakpa put in a testing cross, 
but it was too high for Owusu while Barnes- 
Homer drove over from a difficult angle. 

Gateshead’s two banks of four were proving 
difficult for Luton to break down, although the 
Tynesiders were not without chances of their 
own and Shaw saw a shot blocked by George 
Pilkington after Gary Mulligan had burst down 
the left before pulling it back to the striker. 

Luton pressed on looking for a winner and 
with 70 minutes on the clock Lawless drilled a 
shot from the edge of the box over the bar.

The match will see McAllister win his 11th cap for his 
country, but the debut clash for England Deaf Rugby 
still remains his most treasured game for his country. 

“My most memorable game for England was when I 
won my first cap against France,” he said. “It was the 
first England Deaf rugby international ever and the 
feeling was out of this world as was leading my 
country out in our last two friendly games.”
